COURT-ROOM NOTES. 
THE RENDEZVOUS, 
Special Disvateh to The Chicago Tridune, 

Brooxitrx, N. Y., Feb. 4.—The rain-storm of 
yesterday purged the streets of the enow, which 
bas lingered for over six weeks. A biting wind, 
roaming at its own brisk will under a blue sky, 
kept up a remembrance that winter had not 
sped. Everybody looked brighter and fresher 
for the stimulation of the sea-breeze. Tilton es- 
pecially presented an improved appearance, and 
his eyes sparkled with vitality. Beecher looked 
a trifle paler, aod preserved an expression of 
grave interest and anxiety, which has lately 
usurped the jovial; aspect of the earlier days. 
Mrs. Beecher was evidently ill, and sat by her 
busband as apathetic as an Arapahoe squaw. 
Mrs. Tilton was in keeping once 
moreof » squad of petticoat police. The stal- 
wart figure of Sergeant-Major Field louhged 
upon one side of ber, and on the other was the 
rustic form of Mrs. Shearman. Besides these, 
there were four other ladies, all bubbling over 
with excitement, and all regarding the plaintiff 
as if he were Apoilyon himself. Beecher, as 
usual, arrived late, with his usual cape over bis 
shoulders and his usual slouch-hat in his hand. 
His sons, flanking their uncle Edward, soon fol- 
lowed him. 

TILTON'S POLITICS, AND EVARTS’. 

The cross-examination last night reached the 
question of Tilton FT relation to Beecher. This 
morning it was resumed by Evarts at 
the same point, his early inquiries 
being limited toa definition of any difference 
which existed between the political opinions of 
the plaintiff and the defendant. The dialogne 
seemed trivial to the audience, and, indeed, be- 
came very tedious, until Mr. Evarts unintention- 
ally afforded opportunity for a laugh. He asked 
in bis bastiest and most unpleasant tone what 
Tilton’s status was atthe time of the ever re- 
current Cleveland letter. The witness blandly 
replied, “I was on one side, and you and Mr. 
Johnson were on the other.” LEvarts flashed up 
like gunpowder, and angrily demanded that no 
such allusions should bemade. The audience en- 
joyed the acrid old mwyer’srage. A recollection of 
the collateral devices by which Moulton prodded 
Tracy during his cross-examination seems to 
rankle in Evarte’ mind, and fill him with appre- 
bensions of becoming in a like manner the sub- 
popular merriment. 

WOMAN'S RIGHTS AND FREE LOVE. 

After the submission of Beecher’s Cleveland 
letter, which was looked upon as a betra;al of 
the Republican party, and which Tilton said was 
made a matter of public discussion “in a very 
direct manner on his part, questions of Wom- 
an's Rights and free love were adverted to, and 
the following was said in reference to Tilton's 
views: 

Q.—Did you take part in the movements in reference 
to Woman Rights or Woman Suffrage, or that topic 
of public consideration? A-—TI think that shortly‘ 
after Mr. Beecher made a speech in Cooper Institute 
declaring for Woman’s Rights, Mrs. Tilton said I ought 
to join in that enterprise ; that it was right and proper 
to join in it, 

Mr. Bvarte—I ask to have that which Mrs. Tilton 
said struck out, I asked a certain question, and we 
desire that you will consider and answer the question. 

Witnese—Well, the best date I can give you is to go 
back to Mr. Beecher’s public declaration in Cooper 
Institute, He made a speech there which was printed. 
He made a very magnificent speech on that occasion. 

Q.—I want the date. A.—I remember that occa- 
mon; I do not remember the date. 

Q.—Have you any idea of when it was in the co 
of years? A.—It wae fifteen years ago, I should 
think, ata rough gueés, I think it was before the 
War; Ithink it may be twenty years ago, for all I 
know, : 

Q.—Well, on that question, were you on the side of 
advanced in regard to Woman’s Rights—

Nevertheless as the only just ideal of human char- 
acter is, after all, the divine, and nothing short of it, 
so the only right idea of a true marriage is the impos- 
sible,—the perfect picture which Ourist sketched. 
Bat as there is an approximate realization of this 
character, notwithstanding the weaknesses of human 
nature, so also there is a reasonable approach to this 
marriage, notwithstanding the vicissitudes of human 
love. Thus a husband and wife, if they have rich 
hearts and generous minds, if their sympathies over- 
flow Uke conflaent streams, may love each other with 
such devotion, with such exuitation, with such coro- 
nation, as to attain to the royal estate which 
Shakspeare called a measureless content,”—realizing 
in each a faithfulness of love that could not possibly 
betray or deceive its other self,—a love so infinite 
that it could coptain Only its own fullness—a love 
which, like the sea, could never depart out of its own 
bosom, Now, this is love, and the only love that 
spiritually constitutes marriage; and marriage, how- 
ever legally enacted, yet without this spirit of unity 
to create its bond of peace, can be, under Christ’s 
theory, nothing but divorce, The greatest question 
which has been propounded to modern society is, 
What is to be the legal status and what the social fate 
of persons who find themselves married but not mated ? 
The common and pusillanimous answer is, to remain 
ina bondage which it is ostracism to break. Buta 
just moral sense, piercing a sham morality which is 
only another name for custom, asks what excuse can 
be given to God and to virtue for keeping two human 
beings in an enforced union, which each knows to be 
demoralizing to, both their souls. A public opinion 
which impels the juxtaposition, or which forbids the 
disconnection of an unmated pair, who are tied, not 
knit, chained, not wedded, violates the ethics of Him 
who, preaching from the mountain top of morals, 
taught 80 terrible a distinction between love 
and lust, The infidelity of the body is not so great a 
sin as the infidelity of the soul, If there be divorce 
for the one, there must all the more be divorce for 
the other. Human society needs for its purification a 
more chivalrous fidelity to marriage, & more honora- 
ble respect for divorce.

IN ANSWER TO A LETTER FROM MR. GREELEY, 
asking for his definition of free-love, Tilton 
went on the records as having written this : 

You ask me what I mean by free-love. Let me - 
lustrate: Here are a busband and wife, each 50 
years old, who have lived in wedlock a quarter of a 
century and had six or eight children, of whom half 
survive. The pains and cares of maternity have early 
worn out the wife, while the husband is in the 
‘prime of manly vigor and strength. He 

has filled a wider sphere, and enjoyed better opportu- 
nities for mental culture than she bas, and feels 
himeelf ber intellectual superior. Among his ac- 
quaintunces is a younger, fairer, fresher woman, not 
so richly dowered with worldly wealth, who admirer, 
and is admired by, him; who, ‘in fact, is willing, if 
invited, to become his affinity; and he is more than 
willing that she should, If they take up with cach 
other, their arrangement, or whatever you please 
to call it, is just what I execrate as free-love. 
You know that euch alliances exist, I feel 
that they are abhorred of God and a chief cause of 
human degredation, family disruption, and general 
wretchedness. In short, I hate the man who is sworn 
to love and cherish one woman till death, ana loves 
another while that woman lives, and strives to fulfill 
toward him the duties of a loving wife.

MRS. WOODHULL'S SPEECH IN TROY. 

An effo:t was here made to get in an extract 
from a speech from Mrs. Woodhull, delivered ia 
Troy, and copied by the Golden Age without 
commeu.s. 

Mr. Evarte urged that the editor or publisher 
of a newspaper was responsibie to public opinion 
for all articles put forth in his newspaper, 
whether he wrote them or vot.

The question was as to 
his individual responsibility for diffusing these 
sentiments through the community. 

Tue Court finally excluded the article, and 
that exclusion was resented by the audience as 
a personal outrage, when Tilton voiuocteered the 
assertion that the article was written by a friend 
of Beecber's, a member of the inner circle of 
Plymouth Church.

MORE TAXES PROPOSED. - 
The Ways and Means Committee of the 


House of Representatives have held a con- 
ference with the Secretary of the Treasury 
on the subject of imposing fresh taxes, in or- 
der to make up thirty-one millions for the 
sinking fund. The Scoretary thinks that 
the law requires this fund to be set apart an- 
nually, no matter how much the public debt 
may be reduced otherwise. The provisien of 
law reads that the coin received from duties 
on imports shall be applied first to the pay- 
ment of interest, etc., and then— 


Second—To the purchase or payment of 1 per centum 
of the entire debt of the United States, to be made 
within each fiscal year, which is to be set apart as a 
sinking fund, and the interest of which shall in like 
manner be applied to the purchase or payment of the 
public debt, as the Secretary of the Treasury may 
from time to time direct. 


Under this provision of law, there has been 
set apart annually a sum equal tol per centum 
of the debt, as a sinking fund. The opera- 
tion of this sinking fund is as follows: Prior 
to the 30th of June, 1869, there had been pur- 
chased $8,691,000, on which up to that date 
there was $136,392 interest. The purchases 
for 1869 were $24,806,000, and thus continu- 
ously, every year since, the purchases have 
been made. On the 30th of June, 1873, the 
amount purchased was $22,344,830, and at 
the close of the year June 30, 1874, there was 
due interest on the annual redemptions of 
1869 to 1874 over $8,000,000 of interest. 
The total purchases for this fund up to June 
30, 1874, was principal $141,012,000, at a cost 
in gold of $135,427,657. During the same 
period there had been purchased of the pub- 
lic debt, in excess of the amount required for 
the sinking fund, $182,241,750. 

Under the law, the Secretary claims that he 
must have money to purchase an equivalent 
to 1 per cent of the public debt, and to pay 
the interest on the $141,000,000 of previous 
purchases; the sum required being about 
$31,000,000. He ignores the fact that there 
have been purchased in excess of the amount 
required for that sinking fund $182,000,000. 
Now bere is the question of law. A debtor 
has covenanted to pay 1 per cent of his 
debt annually, and while doing that has an- 
ticipated his annual payments for about five 
years. He finds himself temporarily embar- 
rassed, is short of funds, and the question is, 
Can he omit the payment of the 1 per cent 
for a year on showing that he has already 
paid five times that amount in advance ? 
The Committee on Ways and Means think 
one way, and the Secretary of the Treasury 
thinks the other way. The Government is 
certainly not in default to its creditors. 
Under this uncertainty, is it not the duty of 
Congress to give the country the benelit of 
the doubt? Is there such a pressing urgency 
in this matter that Congress, in a time of pro- 
found peace, with the country slowly recov- 
ering from the effects of a most disastrous 
panic, and the sudden paralysis of credit and 
production, should now propose to impose 
fresh taxes to produce $31,000,000 to meet 
this sentimental idea that the Government 
must make this contribution to the sinking 
fund, notwithstanding it has already paid 
that sum for five years in advance? No 
public creditor desires it to be done, and 
most assuredly the tax-payers do not. 
We warn Congress that the people aro keenly 
alive to the present condition of the country, 
and they will not approve nor uphold that 
party that wantonly imposes taxes which are 
unnecessary. Nor are they any longer de- 
ceived by the silly pretense of levying taxes 
to protect industry.” The proposition is 
to levy an additional tax of 10 per cent on the 
whole range of manufactured goods and mer- 
chandise. The people understand that, to 
raise $18,000,000 of revenue, it is only neces- 
sery to reimpose the repealed tax of $18,000,-: 
000 on tea and coffee. They also understand 
that when Congress levies a tax on cotton and 
woolen goods, on iron and steel manufactures, 
on tools and implements, on farm wagons 
and plows, on stoves, blankets, and clothing, 
on salt and lumber, on glass and leather 
goods, and on the whole range of articles en- 
tering into domestic uses, that the tax im- 
posed is, of necessity, from three to five 
times greater than the amount of revenue to 
be raised. Thus to produce five millions of 
revenue from cotton goods, the tax levied on 
the people must be from eighteen to twenty 
millions; and so in different proportions on 
other articles, some less and some greater, 
the tax necessary under a tariff to 
produce thirty-one millions of dollars 
revenue will not fall short of ninety 
or one hundred millions of dollars. 
All this is thoroughly understood by the 
people. It is also well understood that an 
addition of 10 or 15 per cent to the tariff 
means an advance of the price of all the 
goods on hand of 10 or 15 per cent, which the 
consumers must pay, but of which the Gov- 
ernment will not receive a penny. The peo- 
ple may thus be robbed of $100,000,000 to 
$150,000,000 for the benefit of middie-men,— 
for what purpose? In order that money may 
be raised for a sinking fund which, in ee 
not required.

No such 
tax as that can be levied by Congress without 
provoking the just resentment and indigna- 
tion of a plundered people. We submit that 
the two Senators from Illinois and the 
Senators and Represeniatives from the other 
States cannot consent to the imposition of 
any such tax at this time without consenting 
to the cruel oppression of the people they 
represent. | 

It will not do to say that the Government 
wants revenue. It does not want a cent of 
revenue save to meet its necessary expendi- 
tutes. The time for a magnificent, spend- 
thrift Government has gone by. There is 
not a man in all the land who is making 3 
living by honest means who has not, during 
the last fifteen’ months, been compelled to 
retrench in his expenditures and bring them 
within his income, The duty of the Gov- 
ernment is the same. The revenue for 
18745 will be as great as it was in 1873-4, 
and the revenue for 1875-'6 will be larger, 
Cut down the expenditures. Retrench and 
economize. Do not appropriate the revenue 
for wild-cat schemes or anything that can be 
postponed. Repeal all subsidies and vote no 
new ones. Authorize the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral to revise the expenditures of his Depart- 
ment and place it upon the footing of any well- 
managed, private, self-supporting establish- 
ment. Sell out and close up half a dozen 
useless navy-yards. Economize in the army 
expenditures, Put the Indian service on an 
honest basis; Reform your customs service. 
Curtail the expenditures of all branches of 
the public service, and arrest the fearful ex- 
travagance which has been general since the 
War. Let the Government do this and it 
will not lack for sufficient revenue; it will 
have an abundance to meet all honest and 
legitimate expenditures, and have a surplus. 

Let the Republican Congress as it goes out 
of office leave this example to its Democratic 
successors. Let it not leave to them the work 
of retrenchment and reform. Let it not give 
them the privilege of contrasting Republican 
extravagance with Democratic economy. 
Above all, let the Republican Congress impose 
no new taxes upon a people already taxed to 
confiscation. 

THE REGISTRY LAW. 

It is announced in the dispatches from 
Springfield that the bill repealing the Regis- 
try law of this State has passed to a third 
reading in the Senate, and that it will pass 
both Houses of the Legislature. There is 
only one way in which we can account for it. 
It must be the intention of the majority, con- 
sisting of Democrats and Independents, to 
put an end to fair elections in Chicago. The 
members of the Legislature who live in small 
towns and the country districts should be in- 
formed that the Registry law alone assures 
anything like a fair election in large cities. 
Here in Chicago, for instance, there is noth- 
ing like the neighborhood acquaintance which 
exists in rural and village communities where 
every voter knows nearly every other voter in 
the district, and where personal challenge 
may be safely trusted to defeat the exceptional 
attempt that may be made at fraudulent vot- 
ing. There are twenty wards in Chicago 
and nearly 100 voting precincts in a general 
election. That man is an old resident of the 
precinct who knows by sight more than a 
score or two other voters; the great majority 
of those who present themselves as voters are 
personally unknown ta any challengers that 
either party may supply. In half of these 
wards, the pot-house bummers of the worst 
description exercise an absolute control over 
the ignoran and vicious classes who compose 
a large proportion of the inhabitants of those 
wards, and jn all the wards more or less of the 
vicious elements are found swarming around 
the polls. Under a thorough Registry law, 
there is a permanent means of guarding, to 
great extent, against the danger of repeating, 
which the preponderance of this desperate 
atid vicious class presents. The registry list 
is a constant check. It affords always a fair 
indication of the number of votes that may 
be lawfully cast in the precinct. It gives 
the challenger, who is personally unac- 
quainted with the voter who presents 
himself, an opportunity to test his 
right to vote by ascertaining the location of 
his residence, and thus tracing him back to 
those who do know him. The failure to 
register involves the necessity of swearing in 
the vote on election day, and this necessity 
deters many from risking the danger of ap- 
prehension who would otherwise cast illegal 
votes. The registry list also furnishes special 
facilities for an investigation in contested 
elections, and likewise facilitates the convic- 
tion of those who have voted fraudulently. 
In one word, a registry system is the only 
one that effectually prevents the organization 
of bands of repeaters, and enables cities to 
be governed by the respectable and honest 
tax-payers when they are in a majority. The 
Registry law of Illinois is by no means as 
thorough as it onght to be, but to repeal it in 
the cities would be to render popular election 
in Chicago a delnsion and a snare. 

If the Registry law be repealed, the thieves, 
gamblers, pimps, roughs, and ward-bummers 
will have the matter in their own hands. 
They can organize their repeaters, if there is 
no check upon them, so that forty men, per- 
haps not voters at all, may cast 1,000 ballots. 
The honest, respectable, tax-paying citizens 
may be 10,000 in the majority and yet find 
themselves defeated when the votes are 
counted. Thisis the condition into which 
the Legislature will place Chicago by repeal- 
ing the Registry law. No honest member of 
either Honse, properly understanding the 
real condition of things, will vote for the re- 
peal. Andif the repeal be made at last, and 
after this interpretation has been placed upon 
it, it will be simply the consummation of a 
corrupt political scheme for giving Chicago 
over into the hands of the rowdy, dishonest,

RECIPROCITY WITH HAWATI. 

The Senate’s rejection of the Reciprocity 
Treaty with Canada probably does not mean 
that the Reciprocity Treaty with Hawaii, pub- 
‘lished exclusively in yesterday’s Tarnuxx, is 
to suffer the same fate. The laiter is ona 
different footing. It affects injuriously very 
few, if any, vested interests in this country, 
and it is of substantial value to the whole Pa- 
cific Slope. That part of our country is enti- 
tled to some consideration. If it can be 
shown thet its prosperity can be materially 
helped by the ratification of the treaty, the 
small loss to the revenue from duty on Sand- 
wich Islands sugar should not be allowed to 
stand in the way. , 

The treaty, in the first place, gives the 
Pacific Slope a new market for its grain, flour, 
breadstuffs, beef, lumber, timber, wagons, 
and a variety of other products. It is not 
probable that any other nation can export 
these articles to Hawaii as cheaply as we can, 
if the existing tariff on our products is re- 
moved. California and Oregon can therefore 
practically control the whole business of the 
Hawaiian Islands. The little Kingdom will 
certainly be a far better market for their pro- 
ducts than it is now. Then, again, the Pacific 
Coast and Territories can buy sugar, sirup, 
molasses, tropical fruits, and minor products 
of the Sandwich Islands more cheaply than 
at present. The Islands will have to pay for 
their increased imports by increased exports, 
They will find a market on the Pacific Slope 
for everything they have to sell. We may 
look, then, for increased commercial activity 
and increased production in California, Ore- 
gon, and Washington. 

It ig very likely that the increase of taxable 
wealth on the Pacific Slope, in consequence 
of the treaty, will soon make up the defi- 
ciency of revenue. People who pay lower 
prices for what they buy, and at the same 
time find a greater demand for what they Sell, 
usually accumulate wealth pretty rapidly. 

It is better to have reciprocal free trade 
with the Sandwich Islands than to annex 
them. Under the former arrangement, we 
gain every commercial benefit that we could 
under the latter and incur none of the bur- 
dens. Hawaii would be a costly dependency. 
It would be difficult to rule it under our sys- 
tem of government, In case of war, we would 
have to defend it against a maritime power. 
Great Britain could send a dozen ships-of-war 
there for one we could spare from the defense 
of ourlong seaboard. Annexation would be 
unwise, but reciprocity is a substantial good. 


THE WISCONSIN PLATFORM. 

There has not been an election of a Senator 
of the United States for many years where 
the choice was so exclusively made with ref- 
erence to political principle ag the election of 
Mr. Cameron by the Legislature of Wiscon- 
sin. The Republicans of Wisconsin, in 1873, 
after the passage of the Back-Pay Grab law, 
for which both their Senators voted, sustained 
a crushing popular defeat. The State Gov- 
ernment was transferred to the Opposition. 
The party had been held responsible by 
the people for the bad acts of 
the Senators. In 1874, the Republican 
State Convention very justly and properly 
placed on record a disclaimer of all respon- 
sibility for the acts of Congressmen except 
so far as the party indorsed such acts; and 
insisted that when Republicans in office were 
found unfaithful or corrupt they should be 
exposed and dismissed. The Convention 
then specifically condemned the Back-Pay bill, 
of which Mr. Canrgntzr had made himself 
the champion. Thus relieved of all respon- 
sibility for Carnpznrrer’s past action in the 
Senate, the party entered the canvass with a 
general understanding that he was not to be 
returned to the Senate, and with that under- 
standing carried the State. When the Legis- 
lature met, a majority of the Republican 
members were opposed to him, but, through 
the untiring efforts of his office-holding 
friends, the unlimited use of patron- 
age, and his own persenal bland- 
ishments, he was able to secure 
a nomination by the caucus. Twenty Re- 
publican members of the Legislature insisted 
upon adhering to the platform of the party, 
and refused to stultify the record by indorsing 
Carpenter. After some delay, these twenty 
Republicans and the Democratic members 
agreed to elect a Republican other than Mr. 
CarPEenter, who would agree to a common 
platform.

the faithless Senator. 

The defeat of Carpenter marks an im- 
proved era in our politics. His was the case 
of an unusually gifted man, who presumed 
upon popular admiration of his abilities to 
overlook personal and official adventures ; 
and, depending upon his eloquent speech and 
his personal good-fellowship with everybody, 
he undertook to do acts against which the 
moral sense of the people revolted. The 
back-pay outrage might have been suffered to 
pass unpunished had it not been supple- 
mented with the infamous gag-law, by which 
the press of the country was ‘reduced to a 
worse than European servitude to officials of 
every degree, and thus filled the measure 
of public reprobation. Despite the party 
caucus, despite the threat of party proscrip- 
tion and the promise of patronage, there was 


virtue enough in the Wisconsin Legislature | 


to execute the judgment of the people in re- 
tiring Carpenter from the station he had 
abused. It is another evidence of the fact 
that public men cannot safely outrage public 
sentiment and expect the public support, and 
that the public man who assumes that the 
people will gladly approve of whatever he 
does, and will follow him, is certain to come 
to grief. No man is essential to the public 
welfare, and the bravest and ablest may be put 
aside, and the country will still survive and 
still progress unconscious of the rise and fall 
of the mere political puppets that figure on 


the public stage. 


SPECIE-RESUMPTION BY BUSINESS MEN. 

It is possible for any man who sells any- 
thing on credit, whether the thing sold is 
money or some other commodity, to make 
the necessary contract on a gold basis, and so 
do his part towards making gold our standard 
of value again. If he bargains with his 
debtor to repay the loan or pay for the com- 
modity in gold, he secures himself against 
the risk of loss by depreciation, and helps to 
familiarize the public with the idea of using 
specie. The latter, though an intangible, in- 
definite good, is yet much to be desired. The 
New York Drening Post gives the following 
form for the specie clause in mortgages, 
which, it says, is now used quite generally in 
that city : 

And the said mortgagor does further covenant that, 
at all time and times hereafter, when any installment 
of principal or interest now due or hereafter to become 
due on said bond and mortgage may be tendered or 
demanded, the mortgagee may elect to receive said pay- 
ment in the gold coin of the United States of America, 
of the standard in weight and quality designated in 
the act of Congress of the United States known as 
The Coinage Act of 1873,” at the rate of —— gold dol- 
lars for $100 in United States notes, commonly called 
“legal tenders.” And the said mortgagor, in con- 
sidration of the eum of li, and in con- 
sideration of the extension of the payment of 
the r sum secured by said bond and 
mortgage, does, for himself and his beirs, exe- 
¢cutors, admiuistrators, and assigns, hereby cov- 
enant, promise, and agree to and with the said mort- 
gage and bis assigns, that whenever, from time to 
time, the said pts aod shall exercise said election, 
he will pey any ines ent of principal or interest now 
due, or hereafter to become dus, on said bond and 
mortgage, in the said gold coin of the United States, at 
the rate and in the manner hereinbefore provided for. 
And it is hereby mutually covenanted and agreed by 
and between the parties to this agreement tbat all stay 
laws, redemption acts, and all laws of the United States, 
or of any other Government or loser, hereafter en- 
acted, making any paper, or certificate, or any 
articie or thing, except gold coin of the standard afore- 
said, a legal teuder for debts, shall not be binding or 
of any legal effect upon the parties to this agreement, 
or their executors, adminisirstors, or assigns, 


The objection to this form lies in the fact 
that it gives the creditor power to demand 
greenbacks or gold at a certain specified rate 
at his option. He can therefore still take ad- 
vantage of fluctuations in the value of the 
legal tenders, while the debtor cannot. If 
the provision is that payment shall be made in 
greenbacks orin gold at the rate of $90 to 
#100 in legal tenders, then, if the paper rises 
in value until it takes $95 in goldto buy $100 
in paper, the creditor can demand the latter 
and so fleece the debtor out of $5 on the 
$100, 

The stipulation should be a safeguard for 
both debtor and creditor, At present, each 
is liable to loss. When a loan is made or the 
price of a. commodity sold on credit is reck- 
oned in depreciated currency, the creditor 
will lose if the currency sinks in value before 
the day of payment, but the debtor will lose 
if the currency rises. Formutual protection, 
the debt should be reckoned in gold from the 
start, and the contract should be so drawn 
that the creditor would have the option of 
being paid an equal amount of gold or its 
equivalent in paper on the day the debt was 
due. Thus, if A loans B $1,000 in gold or its 
paper equivalent to-day, and takes B’s note 
for $1,000 in gold or its equivalent one year 
from date, both parties are safe. No matter 
how much greenbacks fluctuate in value, B 
will pay over precisely what he got and A will 
receive just what he loaned. 

It is a pity that it should be necessary to 
provide against attempts by Congress to jug- 
gle with values and legalize cheating, but our 
past legislation shows that the final sentence 
in the form we have quoted is needed. This 
form, with the change we have suggested, 
and a few verbal alterations, could be used in 
nearly all contracts, It is applicable to notes, 
bills, leases, sales, eto. If the great corpora- 
tions which loan money in Chicago, and the 
great firms which do business here, should 
co-operate in such a change, their action 
would have a powerful influence in hastening 
the resumption of specie payments, The 
business men of the Pacific Slope have kept 
gold in circulation by managing their busi- 
ness justin this way. The business men of 


the Northwest would do well to take a hint 


from their success.

To-day 
he made the speech of which he yesterday began 
the initial sentence. He commenced with great 
deliberation, and the declaration that he did not 
propose to discuss the legal aspects of the Civil- 
Rights bill thea under debate. He said that be- 
fore the sun should set the Civil-Rights bill 
would doubtless be the law of tbe land. The 
other side had been dragooned into the adoption 
of a dariog and revolutionary alteration of the 
rules, by which it could be passed. The bill, he 
said, was born in malignity, would be passed 
in the defiance and in violation of 
the Constitution, and would be executed, he 
feared, in violence aud bloodshed.

MR. DAWES’ SPEECH. 

Mr. Dawes, pending this hasty conference on 
the Democratic side, degan an impromptu 
K of great earnestness and power. 

e said there was nothing more  pain- 
ful than the necessity which be thought 
devolved upon him of offering the reso- 
lution of expulsion. He had served before with 
the gentleman from Keytucky, and his relations

seemed to make it necessary to introduce the 
resolutton. Mr. Dawes said the time had come 
for this „House to vindicate itself, whatever 
the next House might do. The words of Brown 
had revived scenes which it was to be hoped had 
forever beeu forgotten. 

THE EFFECT ELECTRICAL. 

The speech of Mr. Dawes was electrical. 
Those who bad. been in the House for near] 
twenty years called to mind the stormy events of 
the days of the old slave times, when Danes 
was one of an earvest minority for 
freedom. The Democrats were fearful of the 
effect of Dawes’ speech. Their shrewdest lead- 
ers sought to divert the House by bumorous 
speeches, Cox, in one of his wittiest efforts, 
raised a laugh, but the laugh had a 
solema sound. Eugene Hale, of Maine, 
was not surprised at Brown's language. He 
expected to hear similar language in the next 
Congress. Lamar, of Mississippi, the ablest 
and coolest man of the Democrats, was put for- 
ward to endeavor to quiet the Union sentiment 
of the South, at which the gauntlet bad 
been tbrowo. He was uusucessful. He ad- 
mitted that Brown had been grossly wronged, 
but that the whole line of legislation had been 
marked by the most pungent personalities ; that

Seldom has such terrible sarcasm or such wither- 
ing invective been beard in Congress. It 
startled the silent Brown. Hoar's speech was 


maniy and magoanimous, in view of 
his peculiar personal relations to Gen. 
Butler. He said that his personal relations 


with Butler had been such that no one would 
accuse him of rushing to his aid, and it had 
been his experience that in a personal contest 


Batler had always been able to give as 
good as he had received. This was 
not a question personal to Gen. 


Butler. It was a question affecting the dignity 
of the House. He (Hoar) knew something of 
Kentucky, and if it should prove true that 
Brown had falsified his word to the Speaker ia,

The climax of the 
excitement was then reached, Dawes, having 
committed the Democrats as a party to a justifi- 
cation of Brown, withdrew his resolution, and 
moved the previous question on the resolution 
of censure.

The formal proceedings of censure followed, and 
Brown shood rebuked before the world. 

THE PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL.

Mr. Sener ( Va.) defended his position as the 
ooly Republican member who had voted against 
the motion to suspend the rules 80 as to estab- 
lish a new rule by which the Civil-Rights bil 
could be passed. He had stood by his party in 
all other matters with all the ability and power 
he possessed, because he believed it was the only 
party that could give to the conutry a solid aod 
honest administration. He believed he was not 
— . in that. When the passions of the 
hour passed away it would be accorded to 
him that he bad done his duty as he under- 
stood «it. He opposed the Civil-Rights 
bill im accordance with the views of the peoplo of 
his district. He had been defeated for Congress 
in "74, although he had received within — of 
the whole colored vote of the district, and he 
was only-defeated because at the last moment a 
rumor was circulated that under the spur and 
lash of party discipline he might yield his honest 
convictions and support the Ciyil-Rights bill. 
The Republican party, in forcing tbis bill, was 
attempting todo by legislation what never had 
been done by legislation; that wes to correct 
and cure prejudice. The attention of the House 
was given in a marked degree to Sener’s re- 
marks. 

Mr. E. R. Hoar (Mass.) spoke in favor of the 
bill. He did not believe that the bill, if passed 
into a law, would produce any very great imme- 
diate effect for good or for evi in the Southern 
States, but the value of the act was similar to 
that of the Declaration of Independence.

Arrived at 
Honolulu, Steinberger will transfer himself and 
his cargo to the Tuscarora and at once proceed 
to his destination. 

HAS BEEN THERE BEFORE. 

This is not the first time our bero has visited 
the Samoaa group at the public expense. in 
1873 be induced his friend Gen. Grant to send 
him out—for what purpose the Lord only knows. 
His expenses upon this occasion were paid out 
of the Secret Service fund, and ou his return to 

Washington he made à report to the State De- 
partment, where it was received with derision. 
Ihen, as now, he held no official position; but 
now, as then, he is sent out by the President. 

A DELICATE MISSION. 

On his previous 2 he professed to be on a 
delicate missiqn,“ alihough hig name nowhere

The fact of bis having spent most of the win- 
ter in Washington and Baitimore, where he was 
in close relation With prominent dealers in arms, 
leads to the very general belief that that he is 
going into an army ulation on behaif of 
himself and Grant. The dealers with whom he 
had business transactions in timore said at 
the time that he was going out to the Pacific 
Islands to sell arms, but he claimed to be going 
on a civilizing @xpedition.

The 
cold weather was chicfly responsible for the dulifess. 
It cut down receipts, and thus reduced the volume of 
offerings, Which tended to Artiness; but it also kept 
some Operators away, and made others ata distance 
careless about telegraphing, so that the demand was 
reduced te local dimensions, There was really s good 
attendance on Ohange, for such weather, but the ill 
wind failed to blow much good to any of them, except 
to uch an bad provisions te sell. It ia thought that 
the cold snap will interfere with the receipts of to-day 
and to-morrow more markeily than with those of 
yesterday.

Ingot copper has de- 
clined in New York, but no change in the manufac- 
tured afticle has ooetirred here.

MORE ABOUT BROOM-CORY’. 

Mr. A. D. Ferry has recently issued a dircular giv- 
ing a review of the condition of the broom-corn trade 
and the prospects for the futurs: 

The outlook for the manufacturers of brooms is flat- 
tering. The enormous ovér-stock Which came from 
the manufacture of the great crop of 1970, with the 
accumulations of the years following, is now nearly ex- 
hausted. The West and South are now rid of the 
great multitude of small manufacturers who sprung 
up everywhere in the years of great piénty, and the 
stock of brooms in those sections now id very light. 
The West will probably not be able to do more than 
supply its own markets, and the South will have to 
rely upon the East. Prices for brooms have advanced. 

The writer estimates that the consumptiqn of the 
United States east. of the Rocky Mountains and the 
Canadas will approximate 12,917 tons this year, after 
making deductions for a diminished demand from 
manufacturing and districts, where there 
is more or less destitution. A statement published 
several weeks ago made thé consumption 12,895 tons, 
a difference of only 22 tons. But by taking the sales 
of broom handles in this city as a gauge the quantity 
of broom-corn annually used in this country is much 
greater, probably reaching at least 15,000 tons, 

The quantity of broom-corn on hand at the present 
time is so well concentrated in the hands of a few par- 
ties that it is easy to get at it exactly. On the Ist of 
January there were 4,000 tons in the Northwest. Ot 
this the West will probably require 2,666 tons, and the 
New York manufacturers say they will need 1,500 tons. 
This leaves Canada, New England, Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, and the South out in the cold. Ohio has a 
surplus, but could not spare over 300 tons. No great 
change in prices is apprehended at present, however,

Ceremonies Attending the Opening 
3 of Parliament. 


The Usher of the Black Rod and 
His Prerogatives. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Orrawa, Can., Feb, 4.—*' To-day, at 3 p. m., 
His Excellency proceeded in state to the Senate- 
Chamber, and opened the session of Parliament 
in due form.” 

This is the way it appears in the Canadian 
papers, but those brief and bold announcements 
concerning ‘‘ proceedings in state and ‘‘ open- 
ing the session in dne form” do not intimate to 
American readers one tithe of the pomp and cir- 
cumstance with which the ceremonies are con- 
ducted. At Washington, the President's secre- 
tary or some clerk from the White House can 
run down to the Capitol with the President's 
message; but here, though the Governor-Gen- 
eral’s speech is much less in length, and infinite- 
ly less in importance, it requires a sort of com- 
bination between 

‘THE GERMAN” AND A CIROUS ENTRY 

to accomplish its delivery constitutionally. 
„For,“ says an eminent authority to whom Tun 
TRIBUNE correspondent applied for some details 
on the subject of these ceremonies, * in all mon- 
archical institutions Forms are essential and in- 
dispensable,—owit the Dignity of the Sovereign 
and the whole fabric of his Authority must 
crumble. In constitutional monarchy the prin- 
ciple is the same, though the Sovereign is only 
the symbol of power. which rests in reality with 
the people. To uphold the dignity of this au- 
thority you must surround it with such ceremo- 
nies and usages ab signify respect and venera- 
tion.” 

Inasmuch as, despite Earl Dufferin’s Court 
suite and his staff, and the big mace and the 
throne, the whole interest of the pageant cen- 
tres in 

‘THE USHER OF THE BLACK ROD,” 
Officially known by his abbreviated title, Black 
Rod,” something concerning this official may be 
of interest. 

Black Rod in England is invariably a Bar- 
onet and general officer, The present incum- 
bent ie Vice-Admiral Sir Augustus Clifford. In 
the Royal Household he is the Firet Gentleman 
Usber to the Queen. There are four officers 
charged with these duties; but, on account of 
his duties in the House of Lords, he is allowed 
to dispense with attending at Court. His resi- 
dence is at Westminster Palace. He has charge 
of the High Court of Parliament during the 
session, appoints all doorkeepers, messengers, 
ete.. and generally superintends all matters 
connected with the House of Lords. He 
wears the Windsor uniform of the second 
class (Cabinet Ministers, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernors, te.), and as Vice-Lord Chamberlain 
and Gentleman Usher of the Order of the 
Karter wears a part of its collar and badge. His 
nominal salary is small, though his emoluments 
from fees on all private bills and promotions in 
the House of Lords are very considerable. 

The equivalent office in France is filled by one 
of the great officers of state. Under Napoleon 
III. tne Duke of Bassano, Grand Master of Cere- 
monies, held it. In Germany the Grand Cham- 
ber latu fills it. 0 

The most important public action of Black Rod 
is to usher the Sovereign into the Throne-Room, 
and then, at the Sovereign's order, to 

COMMAND THE ATTENDANCE OF THE COMMONS. 

In Canada, Black Rod has charge of the Sen- 
ate-Chamber, and ushers the Governor upon all 
state occations, * his more glorious brother in 
England does the Queen. The present incum- 
bent, Mr. Rene Kimber, is a typical French 
gentleman of tho old school. Tana: 
is, he has talent, education, courtliness, 
briskness, a perfect knowledge of and devotion 
to the forms and graceful trifles which are the 
essentials of such a position. Small and slight. 
when, under the old regime, he made his ap- 
pearance in pumps and buckles, silk-stockings 
and knee-breeches, a court-coat with lappels 
and ruffles, a small wig and chapeau bras, with 
baldric and rapier,and his wand of office, a 
short ebony truncbeon tipped with gold, he 
looked for ail the world like 

A FIGURE FROM WAITEAU B PENCIL 
materialized in another century, contiment, goci- 
ety, and system. Alas! they have now promoted 
him to the “ Windsor uniform of the second 
class (diplomatic), which is a very neat suit of 
blue and gold, and the glory of the more 
picturesque era has. departed. Let me say 
that Black Rod is an esthetic enthusiast. 
When he gives a ball or a dinner, it is 
pertect to the uttermost detail, both in 
regard of fashion and taste—things pot alwavs 
according or to be reconciled, When he was ap- 
pointed he went to Europe and spent several 
months at the Courts of London, Paris, Berlin, 
and Vienna, famibarizing himself with the elab- 
orate ceremonies of old-world monarchies.
